The retreating infantry- 
men stopped in their tracks, hesitated, and 
then charged ck, fought like demons, 
jumped over the wall, chafged the Russians 
with bayonets, and forced many of them up 
the giacis, over the ramparts and into the 
fort. 
| The fact that they had reached the corner 
wall on the dead ground enabled the Japa- 
nese to hold on, though the entire Russian fire 
was concentrated on that point for six hours. 
The Japanese were reinforced from time to 
time by rashes made by their comrades up 
the deathway from the trenches, and they 
stubbornly held the corner wall and a sthall 
section of the Russian trenches till 5 o'clock 
(Aug. 21), when two companies of another 
regiment worked through the trenches and 
attacked the west Banjusan fort, the maga- 
gine of which had been blown up by a shel! 
a short time before. 


BAYONETS ROUT RUSSIANS: 
SOLDIERS’ RECKLESS BRAVERY 


‘faking advantage of a diversion of the 
Russian fire, the Japanese attacking the first 
fort forced the Russians back, captured the 
fort at the point of the bayonet, and pur- 
sued them along the connecting trenches to 
the Chinese wall. The west Banjusan fort 
was captured at 7 o'clock, Aug. 21, after 
a slight resistance, the Japanese being un- 
able to occupy it, as the magazine was blown 
up, but the held the trench line around the 
crest.

Situation at Dawn Aug. 23. 

The dawn of Aug. 23 developed a peculiar 
position.

In the afternoon a battleship, apparently 
the Retvizan,. steamed out of the harbor 
and half a dozen torpedo boats chased the 
Japanese torpedo boats.on duty off Port 
Arthur, the latter rapidly rejoining their 
larger war vessels in the offing. 


NIGHT FIGHT BY SEARCHLIGHT | 
FULL OF AWFUL SLAUGHTER. 


There was tremendous activity, the rear 
lines sending forward ammunition. The 
news came in whispers that a general assault 
along the whole line would take place be- 
tween midnight and 3 in the morning (of Aug. 
4). For hours after the ominous darkness 
and silence was broken by an occasiona! shell 
from the Japanese batteries, while the Rus- 
sians burst many starlights over Shuishi vil- 
iage, where they made a feint to sortie im- 
mediately after a furious fusillade in the rear 
cf the captured forts. Here the Russians, an-. 
ticinoating an assault, made a strong counter 
attack. The Japanese advance lines were 
écriven from the forts and were furiously at- 
tacked by large bodies of Russians, who also 
worked down on either side of the captured 
Banjuean forts to the valley. in an attempt to 


cut off the retreat of the Japanese from two 
forts. 
The R n move was cleverly planned, 


anda their artillery commanders were well in- 
formed, for they opened fire with shrapnel 
on the advance of the Japanese supports 
across the valley, using starlights and search- 
lights with good effect in the counter attack 
or. the Japanese forces. 


Storm Forts by Searchlights. 


The general assault then began and for 
twenty minutes the whole Japanese line was 
engaged. The left division from the trenches 
in front.of the Keekwan forts charged the 
fortified hil Part of the advance had 
gained the crests and. shouted Banzad,”’ 
when their triumph was cut short. , 

Suddenly the two powerful searchlights of 
the east forte lighted up the Japanese lines, 
and Russian rifles and machine guns poured 
a deadly hail inte the clearly visible ranks 
of the attacking troops. 

Despite the awful process of the unequal 
annihilation the Japanese stubborniy held 
the positions gained and their machine guns 
quickly located and quieted the Russian 
quickfirers, 

Finally. the Japanese were slowly forced 
cown the slopes to the trenches below. 

On the west flarik the searchlights of Etse 
and Taiyangkow forts played along the Jap- 
anese trenches, preventing the movement of 
The Japanese artillerymen concen- 
trated their fire on the searchlights, shells 
continually bianketing the lights. 


Swept Down by Machine Guns. 
Suddenly the light of Etse fort disappeared 
and the light of Taltyangkow fort foliowed.

RUSSIAN CUNNING VICTORIOUS 
IN EARLY STAGES.OF FIGHT. 


In the meantime the fight was fiercest in 
the center of the Shilfshi valley. The Japa- 
hese captured the Ranjusan forts, outflank- 
ing the Russian forces, and slowly forcing 
their lines back to the foot of the fortified 
hitis: + 

The Japanese were well supported, rushed 
forward furiously, and_engaged the Russians 
v‘ho had gained the valley in an attempt to 
outflank the forts. 

Though the Japanese plan of attack was 
destroyed by the Russian counter-attack the 
Japanese fought with splendid determina- 
tion. Slowly the Russians were driven back 
up the slopes, fighting desperately with 


with great effect when the Japanese lines 
were lighted up by the searchlights, while the 
fort guns peunded in the valley. The Japa- 
nese artillery was unable to fire at this point, 
as the Japanese forces were mixed. 


, Blinded by Searchlights. 

The Skillful working of the Russian star- 
lights and searchlights were utterly unex- 
pected and bewildering. They never failed 
to locate the Japanese lines, which offered 
splendid marks for the Russian rifles and 
machine guns and rendered the Japanese 
machine guns of little Use, as they were 
located and silenced by quickfirers before 
they coul@ do any execution. © 

The Russians along the whole line fought 
in the blackest darkness and the Japanese 
with the most dazzling light In their faces. 

The rattle of musketry, the thundering of 
the Russian guns, the purring of the machine 
guns, the bursting of starlights, and the 


wasa wonderfully impressive sight. 


_ Japs Win Six Hour Struggle. 

The fight lasted continuously for six hours, 
till dawn, when the outflankers were forced 
back over the captured fortified hills, fol- 
lowed by the Japanese, who, despite the fire 
of the forts, captured the forts and joined 
their force from the valley. As the Russian 


fired. 

The previous day, Aug. 22, under cover of 
a tremendous bombardment, the eastern for- 
tified ridge and later the east Banjusan fort 
were set on fire by Japatese shells and 
burned all day. The Japanese fleet appeared 
in the offing and engaged the Russian sea- 
ward forts. There was a furious artillery 
duel during the night and the center division 
again assaulted east Banjusan fort, but was 
unsuccessful. The scene during the night, 
the bursting of starlight shelis, the flashing 
of four powerful searchlights from the east- 
ern Golden hill fort and Chair hill fort, the 
roar of the big guns, and the rattling of mus-

In the meantime, before dawn on Aug. 22, 


the center division had made a third attempt

The ability of Gen. Sioessel and the de- 
termined spirit of the Russians had been 
underestimated, and the experiment wag 
never repeated. As with the Russians at 
Plevna, with spirits dashed by repulse and 
heavy losses, the Japancse army settled down 
to sapping and making parallels. . 

For two weeks the Russians were unceas- 
itg in their efforts to recapture the Banjusan 
forts. They bombarded and assaulted by 
day the bomb proofs and trenches which the 
Japanese repaired by night. Despite artil- 
lery fire and infantry sorties the Japanese 
held the forts. There were 500 men and four 
machine guns in each-fort. The field guns 
which were first mounted in the forts were 
removed. Though the Japanese resorted to 
unoceupied decoy trenches and bomb proofs 
the daily loss was 10@in each fort. until Sept. 
8, when the Russians ceased their continuous 
efforts to recapture the forts. . 


Begin an Engineering Siege. 

While the defenders of the Banjusans were 
converting the forts and trenches into bomb 
proofs the army was constructing a system 
of siege parallels, the left division toward the 
east-southeast of the Keekwan forts, the 
center division towards the redoubt at the 
foot ef the Urh forts, and the right division 
towards the Lunettes, south of Shuishi vil- 
lage and 208 meter hill, and from the west 
towards the ridge on the north front of the 
same hill, called by the Japanese Namaok- 
yama. 


was to capture the two Urh forts on the west 
and the two Keekwan forts on the east side. 

The captured Banjusan forts enabled the 
Japanese to mass a force under cover upon 
the fortified ridge and go using the Urh forts 
as a pivot, swing the line, capture the forti- 


fled ridge, and envelop Port ‘Arthur from 


the east. The capture of Shuishi was neces- 
sary in order to enable the construction of 
parallels to the Urh forts, The strength of 
the western fortified ridge was due to the fact 
that the Sungchow, Talyangkow, and Chair 
hill fort groups, with the advance fort on 208 
meter hill, formed the right angle of a tri- 
angle, the base line being. from Etse to 203 
meter hill, 


When the Japanese outflanked ihe fortitied 
ridge, occupying the sea front range west of 
tne ridge, they were unable to advance upon

The advance fort on 203 meter hill

TOKIO, Nov. 3.—The emperor's review of 


Twenty thousand troops of all arms paraded, 
and the emperor and crown prince were

SUPPRESS A VOTE APPEAL 


F. D. MEACHAM CAMPAIGN LET- 
TER CAUSES CRITICISM. 

Note Is Sent to Small Taxpayers and 
Some Others, on Stationery Identi- 
cal with Board of Review's, Calling 
Attention to Individuals Reduction 
in Taxes—Bears Candidate's Signa- 
ture—Malling of Statement Stopped 
and Explanation Offered. 


A vote getting plan in the Interest of Florus 
D. Meacham, republican candidate for mem- 
bership on the board of review. was discon- 
tinued yesterday when its nature became 
public property. 

According to the nominee’s admission no- 
tices printed upon official paper have been 
sent at his expense to hundreds of citizens 
notifying them that their personal assess- 
‘ment has been lowered or canceled by the 
board of review. The notifications bore the 
rubber stamp.signature of F. D. Meacham 
and each had inclosed with it carde advocat- 
ing Mr. Meacham’s re@lection to the board. 


Defense Offered by Meacham. 


“ These letters have been sent out,’ said 
Mr. Meacham, “ without my knowing their 
rurport. All my election literature has been 
under the charge of Homer K. Galpin and 
Fred M. Blount. As soon as the nature of 
the reduction notices came to my knowledge 
IT went over to have them stopped, but found 
that Mr. Galpin already had issued orders to 
that effect.” 

After making this defense Mr. Meacham 

ded to say: 

“ Before the board of review adjourned this 
fall it voted formally to have these notices 
sent out, using a form similar to that em- 
ployed four years ago, when Fred W. Upham 
was seeking re#iection. This form had been 
passed on and approved by various civic re- 
formers at that time. I supposed. of course, 
that it was in every way all right. The 
stationery employed bore the official insignia 
cf the board of review, but every sheet of it 
was purchased at my expénse. IT also main- 
tained the force of clerks who directed and 
filled out the letters.’ 

Mr. Meacham said that the intention was 
to send the notices to small taxpayers who 
either-had been overassessed or received 
assessments on their personal property 
where they should not have received any. 
He declared that real estate assessments 
were not touched upon, but admitted that 
a few large reductions upon corporations 
“ might have crept in upon the list.’ 


Complaint to Central Committee. 

Complaints of the Meacham letters were 
made to Chairman Reddick of the republican 
county central committee early in the day. 
Criticism was based on the fact that Mr. 
Meacham was taking advantage of hié offi- 
cial position to get votes in the same way 
that a sitting judge would [f he should send 
letters to persons interested in cases tried 
before him, stating that he had decided in 
their favor and inclosing an appeal] for his re- 
election to the bench. 

“The first that I heard of this matter.” 
seld Mr. Reddick, “‘was this morning. I at 
once notified Mr. Meacham’s friends of the 
affair. The county committee of cotrse has 
nothing to do with it, as we do not take part 
in the individual campaigns made by the 
different nominees on the ticket.” 

The books of the board of review were used 
to make out the list of taxpayers whose re- 
duced assessments might incline them :o 
vote Mr. Meacham another term in office. 
of clerks sent the documents out 
from the board’syoffice, and four of them 
were at work yesterday mailing an indorse- 
ment of Meacham’s candidacy and record 
by Roy C. West and Fred W. Upham, his 
fellow members upon the board. The work- 
ors stated they were the personal employés 
of Mr. Meacham... 

The letter to the Western Paper Stock com- 
pany, which is reproduced by Tue TRIUBNE, 
Mr eacham said, was an exact example of 
the form used in sending out the reduction 
notices. A reference to page 184 of the last 
volumes of the board of review records for 
1904 showed that the figures that appear in 
the letter are correct. The board of asses- 
sors’ figured the personal property of this 
company at $30,000, a valuation which the’ 
reviewers reduced to $18,100 on July 19. It 
was said that this lowering was made in ac- 
cordance with a schedule submitted by the 
company. 


Injunction Suit a Failure. 

The suit brought to keep Mr. Meacham’'s 
name off the official ballot on the: grounds 
that he was not a resident of Cook county 
was decided in the candidate's favor by Judge 
Tuley. It took the court less than five min- 
utes to reject Attorney Frank Kellersman's 
petition for an injunction. The election 
board claimed that the suit was not brought 
in good faith, and Judge Tuley ruled that he 
had no jurisdiction in the case, which should 
not have been made the subject of contro- 
versy in a court of equity.

Declares Candidacy Is Violation. 


“It hardly can be argued that by opposing 
himself as a candidate against Mr. Madden, 
the regular nominee, indorsed by the club, 
Mr. Geer has not violated the first of these 
provisions. 

‘‘ After Mr. Geer has been given a chance 
to defend himself, myself and the other sign- 
ers of the petition for his dismissal will 
ask the unanimous tindorsement of other 
members of the club before the directors.

Union Interior Finish Company Is Said 
- to Be Seeking Indictment in Order to 
Collect Insurance.

Denies That He Will Stay in 
Senate if Democrats Carry 
State Legislature. 


TWENTY SPEECHES MADE. 


Winds Up the Day at Terre Haute 
with Defense of Repub- 
lican Policies. 


Terre Haute, Ind., Nov. 8.—Nearly twenty 
speeches were made today by Senator 
Charles W. Fairbanks in western Indiana, 
beginning at Bloomington in the morning 
and concluding with a large and enthusiastic 
evening meeting at Terre Haute. | 

College demonstrations were notable fea- 
tures of the day’s tour students turning out 
in large numbers at Bloomington, Green- 
castle, and Crawfordsville. 

In a brief speech at Newport Senator Fair- 


‘| banks took occasion to deny a published re- 


‘port that in the event of the democrats car- 

rying the Indiana legislature he would re- 
frain from qualifying as vice president, if 
elected, and would remain in the senate. 


If Elected Will Qualify. 

“TI observe,”’ he said, “ that some specula- 
tion is indulged in as to whether I will qualify 
as vice president in the event the democrats 
should carry the legislature of Indiana.. The 
contingency of a democratic majority in the 
legislature is soremote that such speculation 
is idle. It ie unnecessary for me to say to 
you, my friends, that, having accepted a 
nomination upog the national ticket, I shall 
qualify as vice president if the Ametican peo.

State Nursery of Industry. 

In beginning his Hartford speech Mr. Par- 
ker congratulated the Connecticut democrats 
in nominating men of high character for state 
Offices. He said he was pleased to speak of 


the homely virtues in what may be called the 


“nursery of industry, of thrift, and of hon- 
esty in affairs."’ 
Referring to foreign trade, he said the time 
has come when the country needs ships of its 
own to meet the demands of commerce, but 
they should be built not from the taxes drawn 
from the people but as a result'of the enter- 

prise of the people, 

Citing the importance of international arbi- 
tration in the cause of peace, Mr. Parker 
thought the most pertinent question for the 
United States was to adhere to the traditional 
policy of maintaining only such an army as 
is actually needed. He said during the 121 
years since independence was achieved the 
country engaged in foreign wars during only 
four years. 

Tariff Fosters Trusts. 

The speaker declared the profits wrung 
from the people in high tariff taxes were not 
for the benefit of the workingman but to aid 
the manufacturers. He sal@ wdges have 

advanced, from time to time, but this 
in.. hig judgment was due in large measure 
to: labor Organizations; -He continued: 

“The effect of a high turiff duty has been 
to compel us to pay more for the things we 
buy than we otherwise would. Of course, 
the higher the duty the. more we must pay. 
If you vote the republican ticket, you vote 
to continue legisiation that makes it more 
expensive to live. 

“Upon enormous capitalizations the peo- 
ple, without knowing it, are contributing the | 
money to pay interest and dividends when 
they purchase the necessaries of every day 
use. The number of these combinations has 
increased from time to time until there are 
now said to be several hundred of them. The 
effect has been to increase the cost of living 
more than one-sixth during the last four 


years. 
Fight for Greater Markets. 


“ We must give up the idea of making our 
people pay dividends on mills that are closed 
and going to decay—on stock issued without 
value behind it We must go out into the 
world and fight for greater markets for our 
manufactured products. 

“Our opponents have the effrontery to 
claim that they alone have shown any de- 
sire to oppose these trusts. Their claim is 
as false as it is flagrant. So far from this 
being the fact, the record shows that time 
and again the representatives of the demo- 
eratic party have begun prosecutions under 
the so-called Sherman act. | 

“ Attorney General Olney began and At- 
torney General Harmon continued to the 
end the first of the successful prosecutions 
under the anti-trust law. Attorney General 
Harmon asked for appropriations to enforce 
that act. He reported to congress that wit- 
nesses against the trusts should be exempted 
from Hability so that they could not inter- 
pose the plea of privilege, but it was not 
heeded by a republican congress. He asked 
for an appropriation to carry on the work 
in both a special and a general respect, but 
a republican congress would not.” 


Addresses Yale Students. 


At New Haven Mr. Parker addressed his 
remarks chiefly to Yale students, who crowd- 
ed the gallery of Music hall and cheered the 
candidate. Mr. Parker was accompanied to 
the hall by Judge A. Heaton Robertson, the 
democratic candidate for governor. ~ 

Mr. Parker referred to what has been called 
the “‘ strenuous life,’’ but disputed the theory 
that young men should be strenuous to the 
point of looking for a fight. He continued: 

** No act that I can think of is more im- 
portant than the first vote. Ina greater ma- 
jority of cases it attaches a man for all time 
to one of the political parties. It is most im- 
portant, therefore, that the first vote should 
be wisely cast. The responsibility of that act 
is too great for it to be lightly or carelessly 
done. 

“ Pardon me, therefore, for venturing the 
suggestion that if you have not already done 
so, you give the subject earnest consideration 
in the few days remaining before the elec- 
tion. Study the tendencies of the two 
leading parties and see whether one more 
than the other aims to do the greatest good 
to the greatest number. 

“You will find that neither party is free 
from fault; indeed, both of them from time 
to time have done the things that they ought 
not to have done, as well as omitted to do 
things they ought to have done. But as 
many as these faults are, they will not pre- 
vent you from finding, if you look for it, 
which one of them possesses, in the largest 
measure, that spirit upon which republics 
can alone thrive.’’ 


Welcomed to Bridgéport. 


In his first speech of the day at Bridge- 
port Mr. Parker was welcomed by Gen. Henry 
A. Bishop, democratic candidate for lieu- 
tenant governor. The presidential candi- 
date declared the whole of modern progress 
has come largely from the refusal of the 
world to stand pat. He said there was de- 
mand for revision of the revenue laws of the 
country. In concluding he said: 

“The farmer, the laborer, the man or 
woman of fixed income, the student strug- 
gling for an education, the poor girl sup- 
porting her mother’s family—these are en- 
titled to inquire whether this policy of using 
the law to give favors to the few while the 
many are left to nurse a sense of injustice 
should become permanently fixed merely 
because power or corruption or a short sight- 
ed economic policy has brought it to us as a 
heritage.”’ 


Wonderful, Family Health Giver. 
“T have seen Orangeine do wonderful work with 


thinking and noble doing. I never come here 
that I do not remember that there lives 
within the borders of this classic city a name 
that will survive the centuries; a name of 
which Indiana is justly proud; yes, a name 
that is an honor to the Unjted States—Gen. 
Lew Wallace. 


Go to Ballot Box on Tuesday. 


“We are obliged in a few days to declare 
our allegiance to some political party. It 
matters not what we say here, or what we 
think here upon political questions, but it Is 
all important what we do at the ballot box 
next Tuesday. If we are in favor of re- 
publican policies and their continuance we 
must so declare our potent judgment at the 
ballot box. 

*.I observe that there are some of our coun- 
trymen who are greatly distressed over the 
subject of imperialism. When I heard the 
enthusiastic cheers that came up from the 
boys of Wabash college, I did not discover in 
their manifestation of kindly interest any ap- 
prehension as to the future of the republic. 

“The republican party has been the best 
-friend of republican institutions we have 
had since the time of George Washington. 
It knows something about what this republic 
stands for. In a serious hour, the bitterness 
of which has faded away and I hope is gone 
forever, the republican party stood for na- 
tional unity. It stood for the maintenance of 
the supremacy. of one flag in the United 
States. 

Consistent in the Philippines. 

“ Our course in the Philippines is consistent 
with the principles of republicanism. We 
| went into them under the leadership of one 
of the best statesmen this country has ever 
produced, William McKinley. You do well 
to cheer that name. Among all the mighty 
dead none will stand higher through the 
future in the esteem and admiration of the 
world. 

“ Theodore Roosevelt stands for the same’ 
policies for which William McKinley stood.

Coroner’s Juries See Fault. 

Since July 1 there have been twenty-one 
deaths on the railroad tracks near South 
Chicago. The coroner’s record shows that 
a large percentage of these accidents were 
due to the grade crossings. Repeatedly cor- 
oner’s juries have recommended that the 
crossings should be better guarded. 

Not only in South Chicago,’’ said,Coroner 
Traeger, “is the extent of these grade acci- 
dents appalling, but in all parts of the city. 
The tracks running south appear to be bet- 
ter protected than those running through 
the suburbs east and west. In Maywood and 
Austin there has been a® unusual number 
of deaths from railroad trains in the last 
four months. The crossing at Archer ave- 
nue also has proved deadly. 

‘* While I should not blame all these deaths 
to. the grade crossing, I should advise the 
élevation of all tracks. However, if people 
will insist on walking on the tracks even 
when they are“elevated they must do so at 
their own risk. For many of these acci- 
dents, due entirely to carelessness on the 
part of the victims,. the railroad companies 
often receive the blame.”

City Statistician Suggests Creating Of- 
fice to Decide How Much Public 
Shall Know of Police Doings.. — 


To save the inhabitants of Chicago from 
what he calis a “‘ morbid fondness for sensa- 
tionalism,”’ City Statisticlan Hugo Grosser 
has decided that a censor should be appoint- 
ed for the police department.

It was parliament and convocation, which, 
by votes of an overwhelming majority, re- 
quested the queen to abolish these services 
as anachronisms, and go strong was the 
pressure brought to bear upon her that, act- 
ing in accordance with the advice of her 
extremely sensible consort, she ylelded, 
though with reluctance. For she was pas- 
sionately devoted to the memory of her Stu- 
art ancestors and far more proud of her de- 
scent from them than of her membership of 
the royal houge of Hanover. This cult for 
the Stuarts grew stronger in her old age, and 
I cannot help thinking that, had she been 
| requested by parliament and convocation to 
do away with these religious services in the 
closing years of her reign, she would have 
refused on the ground that it would be an 
affront to the memory of the Stuarts. 

King Edward recently acquired from his 
sister-in-law, the widowed duchess of Saxe- 
Coburg-Gotha, the unique collection of 
“nefs"’ or models of ships in silver, formed 
by his sailor brother, Duke Alfred of Co- 
burg and of Edinburg. The collection is a 
large one, constitutes, indeed, a full fleet, but 
represents various peri and styles of naval 
architecture, the majority of the nefs, and, 
it may be added, the most valuable ones, 
being antique. In olden days silver or silver 
gilt nefs were frequent gifte between royal 
personages, and, while they were made to 
contain wine, yet they were constructed with 
the utmost cadre and accuracy, and possessed, 
therefore, the origina) historic value of rep- 
resenting correctly the lines and the rig of 
the fighting ships and the merchantmen 
which carried “ those dogs of an older day 
who sacked the golden: ports.” 

Ohe of the largest and finest of the king's 
half hundred nefs is the three masted Fe- 
licitas, made at Nuremberg in the seven- 
teenth century, entirely of parcel gilt. It is 
shown under full sail, with fighting tops to 
the masts, and the hull is beautifully chased 
with a triumphant procession of Neptunes 
and of the sea gods. Grouped upon the deck 
are tiny soldiers, sailors, men, and women, 
and it carries guns both on deck and at the 
portholes, The flags are flying, and upon 
the sails various crests and heraldic devices 
are engraved. 


Another fine vessel of this silver fleet isa 
model, two feet long, made in Nuremberg in 
1660, representing a trading vessel, while 
King Edward inherited from his mother two 
more modern nefs, which were presented to 
the late queen by’ the royal navy on the oc- 
casion of her jubilee in 1887. They were 
models of the Britannia training ship, on 
which her son, the duke of Edinburg, and her 
grandson, the present prince of Wales, and 
his elder brother, the duke of Clarence, re- 
ceived their naval training, while the other 
ship represented was that superb battleship, 
the Victoria, which foundered off the coast 
of Syria with its crew of over 600 men and 
officers, carrying with it to the bottom the

In view of the publicity given to the story 
of the so-called Casa Riera claims at Paris, it 
is only fair to the octogenarian marquis of 
Casa Riera to state that the extraordinary 
charges brought against him have been dis- 
proved, and his identity as the bona fide mar- 
quis of Casa Riera definitely established. 

It may be remembered that it was charged 
by several Spaniards of the name of Riera 
of humble parentage that he was not a Casa 
Riera at all, but an impostor, who by a series 
of forgeries and frauds had managed to se- 
cure possession of the colossal wealth and 
honors of the original marquis of Casa Riera, 
who died in France some twenty-five or thirty 
years ago. The claimants who urged that the 
present marquis was merely a dishonest sec- 
retary of the late marquis, found a number. 
of credulous capitalists to back them finan- 
clally, including several members of the 
French chamber of deputies, and matters 
proceeded so far that the present marquis 
was called upon by the authorities in Paris 
to answer the accusations laid against him. 


He appeared before a magistrate; and his 
evidence,-as well as the documents which 
he had to show, at once established his identi- 
ty so conclusively that*the Spanish claim- 
ants to his name and fortune fled the ¢oun- 
try, while their backers have become the 
laughing stock of all Paris.

Studies in Animal Intelligence 
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HE ant is one of the wonders of organic 
nature. Many of its actions seem 
guided by almost human intelligence. 
It has the power of communieating 
with its fellows. It is an accomplished 

architect and builder. It can instantly tell 
an acquaintance from a stranger. It keeps 
“cows.” It makes slaves. It carries on 
wars, offensive and defensive. The ant’s 
habitual mode of life and the aptitude it 
shows for adapting itself to its environment 
justify’s Darwin’s strong statement that its 
brain “ is one of the most marvélous atoms in 
the world, perhaps more so than the brain of 
a& man.” Ant life is so highly. interesting 
that it has been carefully studied by many 
naturalists, including Bates, Belt, Muller, 
Moggridge, MacCook, Darwin, and Sir John 
Lubbock. Their works are the authorities 
for the statements of fact in this article. 
The baby ant does not come into the world 
with a full knowledge of its duties as a 
member of ant society. It is led about the

is developed to a remarkable degree. They 
learn to inform each other where food may 
be found; and if an ant army is in motion 
and any untoward thing happens either to 
the van or to the rear the news is in some. 
way speedily carried along the whole line, 
and it at once es toa stop. It is thought 
they convey information by stroking each 
other with their antenna. 


All the ants In a nest recognize and treat 
each other as friends, but if an ant from 
another nest is put among them ‘they im- 
mediately set upon and kill him. Sir John 
Lubbock found that ants at once knew their 
friends after an absence of five months. 
Whether they recognize each other by a smell 
peculiar to the family or by some pass word 
or gesture, or in some wholly different man- 
ner, is not known. Perhaps the ant would 
be equally puzzled to understand how men 
tell a Chinaman from a European at sight. 

Several species of ant keep aphides, and get 
a nutritious secretion from them, much as 
men get milk from cows. The ants collect 
the eggs of the aphides and guard them 
with jealous care. When the aphides hatch 
cut the ants feed and tend them as men do 
their herds. The aphides’ “milk” is as 
sweet as honey, and the ant causes it to be 
ejected from the animad's abdomen by strok- 
ing that part of the body gently with its 
antenne. The aphides usually are stabled 
ir trees and shrubs, which some ants con- 
rect with thelr own homes by building cov- 
ered ways or digging tunnels between them: 

The periods of activity in ant life alternate, 
like those in human life, with periods of 
sleep. At one minute the nest presents tho 
busiest of scenes. At the next the whole 
population may be wrapped in slumber. Ants 
sleep ah average of about three hours. Like 
the more cleanly of human beings, they 
begin, as soon as they awake, to make their 
tollets. In this task they help each other. 
The attendant starts at the face and pro- 
ceeds to the mandibles, the thorax, the 
haunch, and thence up the other side back to 
the head, Ncking the whole body carefully. - 
The job done, the attendant and the bather 
exchange places. “The attitude of the 
cleansed all this while.is one of intense satis- 
faction, quite resembling that of a family 
dog when one is scratching the back of his 
reck,.”’ says MacCook. “ The pleasure which 
the creatures take in being thus ‘ combed’ 
and ‘sponged’ is really enjoyable to the 
observer.”

Should 
the children die without issue the property 
is ordered distributed among charitable in- 
stitutions. The will provides that any bene- 
ficiary seeking to set aside the will or con- 
test it forfeits his or her share.

Companies Returning Policies to Indian- 
_apolis Local Agents to Collect 
Additional Amount. 


The local agents in Indianapolis are not 
collecting the extra rate in the conflagration 
district, but companies are sending back 
policies with instructions to get the additional 
amount.

Chairman Henry Evans of the committee of 
twenty of the national board of fire underwriters 
said yesterday: ‘‘ The epirit in which our criti- 
cisms and suggestions are taken shows coficilusive~ 
ly that the business men of the country désire to 
lessen the sweeping fire hazard. The only.oppo- 
sition or criticism of moment that has come to our 
notice so far has emanated from insurancé men, 
but even this quickly died out when on investiga- 
tion the civic authorities found that only facts had 
been stated and the improvement recommenda- 
tions made solely in the interests of the property 
owners; that noncompliance necessarily will, mean 
a continuance at least of the present instnance 
rates, with inability to place important lines in re- 
sponsible comhpanies, while compliance must in the 
end bring about a reduction of the hazard and so, 
as a natural result, in time lower the rates.”’ 

A “ vacant’’ dwelling is one that is empty of 
everything but air. When a dwelling is vacant it 
must necessarily be unoccupied at the same 
time. A dwelling house is “ unoccupied" when 
no oné lives In it as a place of residence. Leaving 
a house with furniture in & is not occupancy. A 
dwelling house to be oecupied within the meaning 
6f the policy must be the home or the abode of a 
family. When a family has removed from the 
dwelling house, leaving all the furniture or only 
a part thereof in the dwelling house, it becomes 
** unoccupied '' within the meaning of the policy, 
while at the same time it is not ‘‘ vacant."’ Leav- 
ing some one to look after an unoccupied dwelling 
does not conetitute occupancy. The occupation is 
at an end when a dwelling no longer is a place 
of abode of any living person. Under the condl. 
tions of the policy it becomes vold when a dwelling 
either is vacant’’ or unoccupied” for 
a period of ten days, without the written consent 
of the company.
